with the Emperor and MacMahon's army,
120,000 Priseners nt Sedan,

The total number of prisoners by this sur-
render reaches one hundred and twenty
thousand.

How Paris Takea the News.

Panis, Bept. 4—Midnight.—As the procla-
mation of the Ministers announcing the
sapitulation of MacMahon's army and the
capture of the Emperor becomes known the
excitement among the people becomes inde-
peribable.

All the evening great crowds have occupied
the Place de la Concorde, it being known that
a stormy scene had taken place in the Corps
Legislatif.

The story of the eapture of the Emperor
was freely circulated, but was not credited.

It was reported that a dictatorship would
be announced, and that a secret meeting was
being held. The crowd anxiously awaited
ROWS,

The Capltal Struck Dumb,

There was a large police force on the
ground, but there was no violence. At
last the crowds separated. At this hour
many of the streets are siill crowded with
multitudes of anxious and excited people,
but no disorder has taken place as yet.

On the 27th a decree appeared constituting
the Empress Regent during the absence of the
Emperor from the caplial, and on the 28th
Napoleon left Bt. Cloud for the front In a special
traln, accompanied by the ‘‘coble Infant," ac-
cording to the programme above announced.
At four o'clock on the afternoon of the same
day the Imperial party arrived st Moz, where
the general heggdquarters of the army were to
be established until they could be removed iu
the wake of the victorlous army on Prussian

The circumstances attending the departure of
the young Prince from Paris are thus described
by a correspondent of the London Tines:—

The little Prince, who used to wear his hair rather

Og the 20th the Emperor issned a proclama-
tion In whieh he formally assumed the chief
command. This docoment, which has now be-
come one of the curlosities of history, was a
ridieulons lmitation of the famous balletine of
the firet Napoleon, and read as follows: —

Soldiers—1 come ta take my place at yoar head to
defend the honor of the sBoil of our conntry. You
g0 to combat against one of the best armed of Earo-

ean peoples, buf other eonntries as vallant as this
ave Dot been abie to resist your valor. Tt wlill be
the rame to-day.

Battiea will be with us, NArOLEON,
AT THE GENERAL HEADQUARTERE AT MuTz, July 28,

1870,

On the 24 of August, when Frossard started
out from Bt. Avold at the head of 30,000 men,
to make an assanlt on the Prussian plckels sta-
tioned on the helghts overlooking Saarbruck,
Napoleon and the young Prince accompanied
the advance, and occupied a position from
which they could sce the smoke and hear the
roar of the artillery during the two hours'
furions cannonade which placed seventy-two
Pruesians hors de combal,. With his own little
bhand the yvoung Prince turned the crank which
gent the eontents of the first *'bullet-squirt,” as
the Prossiaps style the mitraillense, into the
ranks of the enemy: and afcer the mock battle
was over, the august father of the lad sent the
following touching telegram to his augost
mother in Parig:—

Louis has received his baptism of fire. He was
admirably cool and little impressed. A division of
Frossard's command carried the heights overiooking
the Saar. The Prussiang made a brief resistance,
Lounis unid T were In front, where bullets fell about
us, Louls keeps a ball hie picked up, The soldiers
wept at his tranquillity, 'We lost an oficer and ten
men, B} NAroLrox,

The cannonading commenced at 11 o'cloek in
the morning. By 1 in the afternoon it was over,
and at 4 the Emperor and the ‘‘tranquil infant”
were back in their cozy quarters behind the
ramparts of Metz, From that day forward they
were not exposed to another “baptism of fire.”

Weissenburg, Woerth, and Forbach followed,
Nancy and Pont-a-Mousson fell into the hands
of the enemy; Metz was no longer a comfort-
able place for Itperial residence; and early on
the morning of Bunday, August 14, the Emperor
set out in advance of his beaten and bafHed
army to secek safoty at Chalons. It had been
reported, even from Paris, that a special train
had carried the young Prince to Paris on the
eveming of August 7, and from London that he
had arrived ino that eity on the 9th. But thesze
reports were unfounded, and ‘Louls and I"
were still in company when the exodus from
Metz began, on the morning of Sunday, the 14ih,
A correspondent of the Dablin Zrish Times thus
describes the adventures of the Imperial party,
and thelr narrow escape from falling into the
e¢nomy's hands:—

In the course of lunda]r last the Prassians, on
hearing that the Emperor had left Metz en route,
ua it was understood, o Ohalons, made a dash in
the hope of capturing his Majesty. It was about
half-past § when the peror proceeded from Metz
to Longueville, where he put up at the house of
Colonel Hen , his staft encamping on the lawn.
Always capi informed, the Prusaians took it
Into thelr heads to  off his Imperial Mljeuf.

Hiding themselves duo the night in the little
thickets ronnd the Chateau catl and the nelgh-
boring furms, they sent a squadron of Uhlans across
the railroad, while they opened fire on the villagn of
Moulins, sitnated to the left of Loniquevll!e. in order
to intercept all aid. Forwnately for the Emperor
the French engineers blew up tlie rallway bridge
under this fire, and the Ullans belng cat off, and
finding u strong  force at Longueville, surrendered-
The next night the Emperor passed at Gravelotte in
the house of a farmer named Plalsant; Saturd
four A. M., he got into an open chalse, with t
Prince Imperial, and drove away, takl the valjey
the most remote from the Moselle, As the Prossiar
gunners were already ge!.'l.vlla in motion, it was found
necessary to ot the with the grenadiers ef
the guard and three r ents of cav :

The Emperor passed through Conflans, break-
fasted at Etain and entered Verdun without further
maolestation. At this moment Marshal Bazaine was
engaged in checking the armies of Prince Frederick
Charles and Marahal Steinmetz, A staft oMoeer gal-
loped into Verdun with the news of the result, but
th F¥m had justleft for Chalons, with the Prince
Imperial and hardly any escort.

At the station he asked for a train, “Sire,” sald
the station master, ““I have nothing to offer yoa Lut
a thira-class carriage.” "1 will content myselr with
that,"” replied the Euperor, who took his seat on the
hard board, refusing a cunhlon from his carriage,

He asked for a glass of wine, and the station mas-
ter washed out the glass he had jost used at break-
fast and gave the Kmperor a drink.

The Prince Iuperial, who was greatly fatigued,
demanded to wash his hands anid face, wnd per-
formed his ablutions in the station master's glass,
using his pocket bandkerchief for s towel.

On the morning of the 17th the Emperor reached
Chalons,

From Chalons *‘Louls and I" appeared to have
journeyed lelsurcly to Rhbelms, where they
were reported to have arrived on the 20th of
August. From that time forward the Emperor
followed the army of MacMabon, declaring,
when urged to retufn to the caplital, that he
would not do so alive unless it was at the head
of o victorious army. Bo far he has kept his
word. On the 24th the Imperial headquarters,
following MacMahon's army, left Rhelms, and
arrived at Rethel, balf way on the road to Me-
zleres, early on the morning of the 25th. On
Bunday, the 28th, the Prince Imperial was
pushed forward to SBedan, the Emperor following
apparently on the next day. From that time
forward it I8 lmpossible to trace thelr move-
ments. Beveral times the Emperor was reported
at the point of death, and once or twice he was
actually a corpse; but he revived sufliciently to
put in an appearance on the morning of Septem-
ber 2, when he s¢nt a note to the King of Prus-
sla, saying :—

“As I canbot die at the head of my army, [ lay my
sword at the feet of your Majesty.”

And on that day, just five weeks after he had
assumed the chlef command at Metz, he was a
prisoner of war, dependent upon the pleasure of
King William for the place of his future resi-
dence, On the afternoon of the 1st it is sald
that be telegraphed to the Empress—‘‘All goes
wonderfully well; our plans all succeed,” PBut
there is doubtless no truth ie the report,

As for the latest movements of the Prince Im-
perlal, they, too, areinvolved in some doubt. The
Paris Moniteur reported his arrival at Avesues,
some 50 miles N, W. of Bedan, on the morning
of the 30th; and on Saturday, the 3d of Beplem-
ber, after MacMahon's capltulation, he was re-
| ported to have arrived at Chimsy, a Belgian
| town about 39 miles N. W. of Scdan. This

1n spite of the exaggerated storles of German ont-

rages, the information 18 positive that the articles

of the treaty of Geneva, In respect to wonnded sol-
diers, govern the entire hospital service in the

Prussian army, and that the care of the slek and

wounded is provided for in a mauner unknown in

the history of war until after the organization of
the United States Sanitary Commission, This sta-
pendous charity made a compiete revolution in the
methods of ¢ for wounded soldlers; and (ts ex.
ample is pow followed whenever u civilized conntry

18 betmyed or driven into the barbarism of war,
The Geneva Convention of October, 1563, gave rise

to the International treaty of August 22, 1564, 1m-

mediately thereafter, and before this treaty had
been signed by King Willlam—namely, in ¥Yebroar,

of the same year—the Central Prussian Relief Socl.
ety was formed in Berlin, having for its objects—

First, In time o! war 1o ald the royal administration

of ambulances and hospitals in providing for sick

and wounded soldlers; and, second, in tlme of
peace te pre suitable mesans for the accomplish-
ment of this object. The sociely basod 1ts actlons
and regulationson che principlc embodied 1n the in-
ternational treaty, and during the Schileswig-Hol-
stelu cam carried on I8 operationus upon the

The sanitary and spiritual columns give almost a
religions aspect to the warlike procession, which, as
it moves away over the nlls looks, here and there,
when the red crosses of the Krankentrager and the
black and white dresses of the Barm herzigon Schives-
tern strike the eye, more lilke a procesalon of pil-

ims approaching a holy shrine than of soldiers
nvading a hostile country. Of the Krankentrager,
gome are men of the landwehr, wearing noiform ;
others are students from the hospitais or univerai-
tics, in plain clothes, All exhibit the red cro
worked or stamped on white cloth, which is uﬁ
upon the left arm.

Besldes the Sisters in black and white thereis o
corps of Slsters who wear dark slate colored
dresses and white hoods with hutmrn’y win und,
ke the Krankeatrager, display round the Felt’t; arm
the red cross on 8 white ground, These admirable
women have already done excellent service, They
were on the field of battle on the nightol the éth,
before the fi has ceased,and this morning, as the
clock Struck 5, 1 Baw & party of them walking throngh
the streets on thelr way towards Forbach, beyond
which town there will soon be more work for them
to do. All the Sisters march on foot, each little
ot preceded by a priest ora pastor. Most
of the Kvankentrager #0 on foot; buta few of

WaAsHINGTON, Bept. 5,—Letters to the Indian
Office from the agent for the Kiowas, dated 12th
ult., report the bad conduct of five Indians, who
chased the herder of the hay contractor on the
11th, shot the mule he was riding, and endea-
vored to kill him. Ile escaped, however, by
secreting himsell in the bushes, Another letter
reports the arrival of Kiowas at the Agency
with thelr captives— the Krozier family, mother
and five children. BSBome of the children were
given up ot once, The Mexican who had the
mother of the children was the most reluctant,
and acted most defiantly of any of them. There is
another hoy captured, but the chief who holds
him did not come in, The sagent has sent word
to him not to come into the agency without the
boy. The behavior of the Indlans is reported
a8 outrageous. Their young men stampeded
the cattle belonging to the agency, stole pro-
visions, clothing, etc., and behaved generally In
a deflant mapner, According a long-established
oustom, the agent paid the Indians for the cap-
tives brought In, 100 for each, $600 for all.
The Indian oflice has concluded not to follow
the practice heretofore adopted of paying Jla-
dians money or goods for the captives they
steal, ns experience proves that this action is
certaluly placing & premium upon such vil
lainy.
